POPLAR COUNCILLORS 
TO ASK FOR RELEASE 


They Hold Council Meeting in 


London Jail—Held for Re- 
fusing to Levy Tax.

LONDON, Oct. 7.—In a dramatic 
meeting in the Commissioner's room in 
brixton Prison last night the im- 
prisoned Poplar Councillors, jailed for 
their refusal to levy taxes in their 
borough, which were imposed by the 
Central City Government, decided to ap- 
ply for release to a nigh court despite 
their hitherto trreconcilable attitude 
and their policy of passive resistance. 

The Mayor and Councillors were 
brought from their cells to the Commis- 
sioner’s room, where they met a few 
of the unimprisoned members of the 
Council, and four women Councillors, 
whc_had been brought from Holloway 
“‘omen’s Prison in taxicabs accom- 
panied by guards. A guard stood at the 
door of the room while Mayor Sam 
March presided over a stormy session 
of Poplar’s local Government. 

One group of Councillors protested 
against any approach to a compromise 
with the Government, reiterating their 
earlier stand that they would not deal 
in any way with the Government until 
they were released on the Government's 
initiative. Finally, however, they de- 
cided to appeal. 

Stepney and Bethnal Green Boroughs 
have followed Poplar’s example and re- 
fused to levy taxes, but no arrests have 
been mae and none are likely, as the 
situation of ‘a borough government 
jailed has already given enough em- 
barrassment to the higher authorities.

Ryan took the boy into: custody at the 
home of his parents, about 150 feet 
from the scene of the murder, he denied 
that he knew anything about it. 

He was taken to Police Headquarters 
here, where he was questioned by Chief 
Police Fred Johnson, Lieutenant 
Ryan and several detectives. Chief 
Johnson announced that nothing would 
be revealed regarding the grounds for 
the boy’s arrest until the arrival of 
County Prosecutor Mills from his home 
in Morristown. The father of the boy 
accompanied him to Police Headquar- 
ters, but refused to comment on the 
arrest. The boy is a nephew of County 
Detective Paul Jamieson, who was aid- 
ing Chief County Detective Edward 
Brennan of the County Prosecutor’s of- 
fice in the investigation of the killing 
of the girl. Half an hour before the boy 
was arrested Detective Brennan de- 
clared that he knew of no reason for ar- 
resting the boy, although attention was 
called to the fact that the police had 
the boy under surveillance since 
early in the merning.

Boy Expelled From School. 


It was learned that ‘the boy had been 
expelled from St. Vincent’s Parochial 
School recently because of his 
conduct.

With a heavy haze reported over the 
bay, officers in charge of the program 
decided to postpone the tests for range, 
as the 2,300-pound projectile would have 


been sent into waters commonly 
traversed by shipping craft. With an 
elevation far short of the maximum, 
the new gun dropped one of the steel 
shells more than twenty miles away. 
The gun is electrically operated, and 
can be traversed and elevated by one 


man. 

Military and civilian technicians who 
observed the trials were agreed that the 
elements of increased range and aug- 
mented protection for the gun servers 
made the ‘“ barbette’’ mount far su- 
perior to that now extensively used. 
The ‘‘barbette’’ mount permits a maxi- 
mum elevation of the piece to sixty-five 
degrees, the heavy steel shield and apr 
ut the same time affording material 

rotection to the crew from aerial 

ombers and observers. 

As soon as more complete tests can 
be had, it was said, army officials are 
prepared to recommend the placing of 
a contract for fourteen of the new 
rifles. These would be installed at 
strategic points along the coast, and, in 
case of battery construction, would be 
widely separated so that offensive at- 


nance experts present. Just as elimi- 
nation of smoke following discharge 
rendered a battery invisible by day, 
ordnance engineers and chemists assert 
that by removing the flash they have 
‘*hidden’”’ their guns from enemy ob- 
servers by night. In achieving this re- 
sult they incidentally reduced the vol- 
umeyof the detonation. 

The big guns did not carry away all 
the honors for the day. The largest 
bomb on record was dropped from a 
Handley-Paige plane. The missile was 
as large as a large touring car and 
twice the size of any bomb used in the 
world war. The case of the bomb 
weighed one ton and contained one ton 
of TNT. It was fourteen feet long and 
twenty-three inches in diameter and 
was wrapped with nose and tail fuses.

Says Phillips Insisted on $14,000. 

Thomas F. Purceil, an agent for the 
National Surety Company, admitted that 
he had suggested that Sigretto sell his 
contract for the Fiftysfirst Street sewer 
to John J. Creem, a Brooklyn contrac- 
tor, because he feared a possible loss to 
the surety company after Sigretto had 
told him that he did not-wish to con- 
tinue the work. He said that Phillips 
had insisted upon taking the $14,000, 
which Creem gave to Sigretto in part 
payment for the transfer of the con- 
tract, and that Phillips had said that he 
was to get the cash and give it to Mr. 
Connolly, who was a candidate for Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, presumably 
for his campaign fund. 

Mr. Purcell characterized Phillips as 
the “‘unoffic..l head’’ of the Queens 
Sewer Department: and said that con- 
tractors favored by him always seemed 
to get the jobs. He explained that this 
was done by modifications of the con- 
tracts after the awards and that the 
favored contractor thereby was enabled 
to put in the low bid on the original 
contract with the knowledge that it was 
to be modified later, an advantage not 
enjoyed by those not in ‘‘ the know.” 
The witness said that this had been a 
frequent practice in Queens sewer con- 
tracts until it was stopped by Con- 
troller Charles L. Craig. 

Asked his opinion of the Queens Ad- 
ministration, Mr. Purcell said that Bor- 
ough President Connolly was “ either 
incompetent or gullty of gross negli- 
gence.’’ He added that he had seen Mr. 
Connolly in conversation with Phillips 
in the corridor of City Hall that very 
morning. 

‘*He is a liar,’’ shouted Mr. Connolly 
from a seat in the Aldermanic Chamber. 

Samuel A. Berger, associate counsel 
of the committee, then questioned Mr.

A crowd of 500 persons gathered in 
front of the Town Hall while the Coun- 
cil was in session, and when the Acting 
Mayor made the announcement of the 
reward it was greeted with cheers. C. 
F. Hebard, a resident of Florham Park, 
and who is in business in Newark, ad- 
dressed the Borough Council before the 
reward was voted, and stated that he 
and other residents of Madison and 
Florham, which is a suburb of this bor- 
ough, were organizing a law and order 
committee to assist in the apprehenston 
of the slayer. Twenty-five residents al- 
ready had joined the committee, he add- 
ed, and had accompanied him to the 
Council meeting. 


Rope from Greenhouse. 


The atrocity of the attack has aroused 
the 6,090 inhabitants of -the town, 
and many of the wealthiest residents in 
the vicinity have expressed a willingness 
to meet the expense of-an exhaustive 
hunt for the murderer. The belief was 
general that the slayer was an employe 
or frequenter of one or more of the many 
greenhouses here or in Florham Park, 
nearby, and was based on the fact that 
the hempen rope with which the. mur- 
derer bound the girl's wrists was of the 
kind used in binding rose bushes for 
shipment. 

Up to midnight last night the police, 
aided by County Detectives Brennan, 
Headley and Jamieson and Lieutenant 
James Farrell and Detective Sergeant 
James Bell of the Newark police force, 
had questioned thirty men known to be 
employes in neighboring greenhouses, 
but in all but one instance the men 
proved satisfactory alibis. The one in- 
stance in which detectives conducted a 
protracted inquiry was when they ques- 
tioned Frank Kanoutch and Anthony 
Malanga employed at Ruszicka’s green- 
house at Florham Park, about a mile 
and a half from the slain girl’s home. 

A squad of detectives started out at 5 
o’clock for the scene of the murder with 
a police dog loaned to them by Mar- 
cellus Hartley Dodge, son-in-law of Wil- 
liam Rockefeller, and a resident of this 
borough. While the dog was running 
about the wood in an effort to pick up 
the scent of the murderer Chief of Po- 
lice Johnson and Sheriff Byram sent 
word to them that they were question- 
ing Kanoutch and Malanga at Ruszic- 
ka’s greenhouse. 

Several of the detectives hastened to 
Florham Park in an automobile and 
joined Johnson and Byram in question- 
ling the men. Kanoutch told them that 
he had a brother who worked in Bar- 
ton’s greenhouse, near the Sandt home

Kanoutch Makes 


When his brother did not appear at 
about the time the little girl was slain 
Thursday, he was reported to have told 
the detectives he continued on to Flor- 
ham Park. Detectives immediately 
were sent in quest of Kanoutch’s 
brother to learn what he might know 
about the murder. The brother later 
was questioned, and the detectives an- 


nounced he had made a satisfactory ex- 
planation for his failure to meet Frank 
Thursday evening. 

The police were especially puzzled by 
the fact that although the borders of 
the wood on both the Fairview Avenue 
and Ridgedale Avenue sides are within 
plain view of the homes of two neigh- 
bors of the Lawrence and Sandt fam- 
ilies, nobody was seen in the vicinity 
before or immediately after the disap- 
pearance of the girl. 

Janette was a pupil in the public 
school in Green Avenue, a short distance 
from her home, and it was her custom 
every day after the close of the school 
to go first to her home and then to the 
Sandt home, where she took care of 
Mrs. Sandt’s four-year-old uaugnter, 
Madeline, for a few hours. On Thurs- 
day afternoon Janette reached her home, 
at 142 Ridgedale Avenue, shortly after 3 
o’clock and immediately started for the 
Sandt home. She was gone about half 
an hour, Mrs. Lawrence told the police, 
when she returned with little Madeline. 
She played with the child until a few 
minutes after 5 o'clock, and then led 
Madeline back to the Sandt home. Mrs. 
Sandt told the police that it was about 
5:35 P. M. when Janette, who was in 
a khaki dress, announced she was about 
to start for her home to meet her father, 
who she expected would arrive home a 
few minutes later for supper. 

The Sandt home is on a hill about 
forty feet back from the sidewalk on 
Fairview Avenue. About twenty fert to 
the east and on the opposite side of the 
street there is the opening of a new 
street, which is being constructed 
through Kluxen’s Wood. The wood is 
dense with undergrowth to the east of 
the street opening, running toward 
Ridgedale Avenue, on which the Law- 
rence family live. In the centre of an 
open space in the wood there are heaps 
of débris, dumped there in the last few 
years by contractors. The Kluxen fam- 
ily, owners of the wood, live about 100 
feet west of the new road, but because

ARMY DEPOT CUTS COSTS. 


Weeks Announces 57 Per Cent. Sav-

support, of the dominions to the Leagué 
of Nations.

‘“‘Y never heard of a case before in 
which a Captain was accused of leaving 
a distressed ship to its fate. I don’t 
know anything about an unwritten law, 
but I think there is no statute applying 
to such a case.”’

CHICAGO, Oct. 7.—The first definite 
assurance that a general tie-up of the

Administration officials have acorns, 
to discuss the possibility of such an | 
abrogation, or even to indicate the ei 
of their thoughts on the subject. The 
question is being approached as a part 
of the whole problem of the merchant

Will Fight for Egyptian Traffic. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—That the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation intends 
to make’ a vigorous kind of a fight for 


articipation by American steamships 
fe the movement of Egyptian long staple 
cotton and other products to American 
ports was indicated today, following 
publication of a statement in The Lon- 
don Daily Times on the controversy. 
This decision has been reached fol- 
lowing the failure of the negotiations 
that have been in progress some time 
under the direction of Captain Frank E. | 
Ferris at Liverpool and London, In these | 
this country insisted that American 
ships were entitled to haul at least 50 
per cent. of the annual crop of! long 
staple Egyptian cotton shipped through 
Alexandria to American ports, or when 
gent to United Kingdom ports for trans- 
ship-aent to the United States. The 
Liverpool liners’ conference was willing 
to reliquish to American 
bottu:ns 50 per cent. of the Egyptian 
cotto.1 movement when shipped direct 
to this country, but was unwilling to 
do likewise in the case of shipments 
sent from Egypt via Liverpool and 
other United Kingdom ports. 
The determination of the 


Shipping 
Board to 


obtain a fair share of the 
Egyptian cotton tonnage has_ been 
known here for some time. W. J. 
Love, Vice President of the Emergency 
Fieet Corporation, issued a statement 
today in which he showed how the nego- 
tiations had failed. He said: 

‘““As a result of direct negotiations 

with the liners’ principals, the former 
offered to relinquish to American bot- 
toms 50 per cent. of the direct sailings 
between Alexandria and the United 
States, stating that it was not possible 
for the liners to make any arrangements 
with regard to the indirect traffic, that 
is, cotton moving to the States with 
transhipments at an English port 
claiming that this was a matter of 
negotiation between American transat- 
lantic steamers and the Atlantic west- 
bound conference, the agreement to run 
for a period of five years. 
*~ “*Qur reasons for declining this offer 
were that the offer contemplated giving 
us 50 per cent. of the sailings but did 
not guarantee to use 50 per cent. of 
the cotton, and, seeing that contracts 
were in existence between the British 
conference and the cotton shippers for 
the season 1921-22, and further seeing 
that there was an insurance disability 
against American steamers, we were not 
at all satisfied that 50 per cent. of the 
sailings would in any way mean to us 
60 per cent. of the tonnage; we being 
further advised that the principal owner 
of one of the British lines was a ver 
large stockholder or connected Sweusk 
subsidiary companies with the cotton 
presses and gins in Alexandria; also that 
much of the banking necessary in con- 
nection with the movement of this valu- 
able crop was in the hands of financial 
institutions affiliated with British insti- 
tutions cf a similar character. 

‘“‘With respect to the indirect move- 
ment, the bulk of this 


number of lines carrying. this 
from Alexandria to the United Kingdom 
also control lines from the United King- 
com to the United States, we felt it was 
hardly possible for American boats trad- 
ing out of Liverpool to get anywhere 
near a fair proportion of this traffic. 

“The five-year ‘proposal likewise was 
distasteful to us for the reason that it 
entailed an absolute commitment. on the 
part of the Shipping Board of a char- 
acter that we felt indisposed to enter 
into, seeing that heretofore the negotia- 
tions for the movement of the Egyptian 
cotton crep as between the British con- 
ference and the shippers were of 

‘yearly character, simply covering a crop- 
year movement. 

‘The existing contracts entered into 
for the current movement as between 
the British conference and the Associa- 
tion of Shippers specifically provides 
that no cotton shall move either direct 
or indirect to the United States in other 
than British bottoms. 

“To have accepted the agreement, 
therefore, without a written modifica- 
tion of same would have placed us in a 
very doubtful position. This contract 
also provides that no Egyptian cotton 
shipper could sell his goods except on a 
c.i.f. basis. This means that the cotton 
is sold, laid down in a United States 
-ort, and the routing of same controlled 

y the shipper, who is dominated by the 
British conference in Alexandria. No 
American consumer of Egyptian cotton, 
therefore, has the slightest control over 
the ocean carriage of same, it befng re- 
served, as previously stated, by the 
shipper under the terms of his contract 
with the British. conference in Alexandria. 

“Another polht in this controversy is 
that according to long customs bids are 
put in every year by the British con- 
ference during the Spring of each year 
to the Alexandra General Produce As- 
sociation for the movement for the crop 
year, beginning the following September. 
The bids that were put in by the Ship- 

ing Board were materially lower than 
hose put in by the British conference, 
and yet for reasons still unexplained, 
our bids were thrown out and new bids 
called for from the British liners without 
our knowledge and when these second 
figures were submitted by the British 
liners they were found to be the same 
as those originally submitted by us. 

“<In this connection it has come to us 
confidentially that an agreement existed 
within the Alexandria General Produce 
' Association that the business would be 
given to the British provided the bids of 
all companies were the same.”’ 
"Jn the case of Bgyptian cotton, the 
movernent to the United States amounts 

to about 1,200,000 tons annually. The 


' United States takes about 60 -per cent. 
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of the whole crop. It is insisted by offi- 
cials here that when American ships are 
available to participate in the movement 
to a large extent the United States 
should not be frozen out of the move- 
ment of this crop. About 600,000 tons 
have been coming in in vessels of the 
United Kingdom. 200,0070 in American 
vessels and 400,000 in other vessels. 

The controversy has not yet reached a 
diplomatic status. The action taken by 
the consul at Alexandria was under or 
ders from the Shipping Board and 
Fleet Corporation, and not under in- 
structions from the State Department. 
The negotiations at London and Liver- 
pool were not with the British, but 
with the representatives of the Liners 
Conference, one of the strongest in the 
British steamship organization. It is 
made up of five great lines—the Moss, 
Elerman, Cunard, Prince and Papyanu 
lines of steamers. 

Having failed to reach an agreement 
by negotiation, and feeling that dis- 
crimination is being made against Amer- 
ican steamers, the Shipping Board and 
Fleet Corporation have embarked on 4 
rate war in which Shipping Board ves- 
sels are instructed to haul general car- 
goes at cut prices. It was learned to- 
day that under this policy the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation has ordered 
Shipping Board vessels, engaged in 
trade between this country and Egypt, 
to accept general cargoes at prices ten 
shillings a ton lower than any prices 
the British Hners may quote. | 

It is still the hope of officials that the 
British representatives will meet the 
American demands, but if they are not 
met, {t is understood the eet Cor- 
poration is prepared to obtain business 
for American ships at any cost. 

Fleet Corporatton officials insist that 
they are doing what any private ship- 
ping concern would do in order to ob- 
tain fair treatment. As to whether the 
Shipping Board can afford to haul gen- 
eral cargoes at ten shillings below any 
rate the British ines may quote, it was 
pointed out that unless they can obtain 
return cargoes American ships — to 
Fgypt would have to come ck in 
ballast, and if Egyptian cotton cannot 
be obtained for cargoes it would be 
better to accept other cargo or cut 
rates. 

The Shipping Board owns and controls 
1,757 vessels of all types of an aggre- 
gate deadweight tonnage of 11,499,165. 
These ships have a cargo carrying ca- 
pacity of 9,958,082. It is the greatest 
fleet under a single head in the world, 
and the ambition of the Government is 
to have these vessels operated, ulti- 
mately, by private ownership, under the 
American rl » and in order to do so 
those of the vessels that are used must 
be provided with tonnage. 

It is not the dosire of the Fleet Cor- 
poration to take away tonn that may 
properly be regarded as fairly belonging 
to vessels flying foreign flags, but while 
granting that other flags are entitled 
to a fair share of the world’s tonnage, it 
is nevertheless contended that the 
United States in the future is entitled to 
more tonnage than it got in the past, 
on the basis of the fact that in the past, 
when we had no merchant marine, the 
United States was not handling a fair 
share of the trade that moved to and 
from this country alone, much less a 
fair share of the worid’s carrying trade.

Appropriations Committee Re- 
organizes to Conform to 
Change in Bills. 


SUB-COMMITTEES CONTINUE 


Chairman Madden. Says Plan Will 
Allow Businesslike Considera- 
tion of Departmental Needs. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Complete re- 
organization of the enlarged House Ap- 
propriations Committee has been ef- 
fected to make the House system con- 
form to the budget plan, according to 
an announcement today by Chairman 
Madden. In explaining the reorganiaza- 
tion the Chairman said: 

“The Committee on Appropriations 
has been reorganized to enable it to 
consider the first budget which will 
be submitted to Congress in December 
by President Harding under the new 
budget act. That act provides for the 


submission of two budgets—one to fol- 
low the outline of the old Kook of Esti- 
mates and the old appropriation bills 
and the other (the alternative budget) to 
be made up according to such arrange- 
ments as the Director of the Budget, 
with the approval of the President, may 
prescribe. 

“The Committee on Appropriations 
heretofore has been subdivided into thir- 
teen sub-committees, one for each of 
the twelve regular annual appropriation 
bills, and one for all deficiency appro- 

riation hills, Most departments and 
ureaus get part of their appropria- 
tions in one bill and part in another. 
It is impossible to ascertain the total 
appropriations for the departments or 
bureaus without consulting two or more 
of the bills. = 

“The present bills, in the main, are 
unbusinesslike in their arrangement, 
often confusing to Congress and the 
departments, and incomprehensible to 
the public; 

“The committee and the Director of 
the Budget are in accord on a general 
outline for the submission of the alterna- 
tive estimates and the consideration of 
the appropriation bills which are to be 
based upon those estimates. The new 
form will place all of the appropria- 
tions for a given department or bureau 
in the same bill. This will enable any 
one to ascertain readily the amount 
proposed to be appropriated for any de- 
partment or any of its bureaus with- 
out consulting several different bills. 
It will make possible a_ businesslike 
consideration of the needs of each de- 
partment or bureau by having them al) 
grouped together in a related manner. 

“This arrangement necessarily will 
wipe out practically all of the old ap- 
propriation bills and establish in their 
stead new bills to contain the appro- 
priations grouped according to the va- 
rious units of organization of the Gov- 
evrnment.’’ 

‘The committee also has undertaken 
a study of the so-called ‘ permanent ap- 
propriations,’ with a view of arriving at 
a policy for handling them in the future. 
The ‘permanent appropriations’ are 
those sums which automatically become 
available for expenditure to certain de- 
partments each year without ennual ac- 
tion upon them by Congress. It is be- 
Heved that many of them could be re- 
pealed and handled more efficiently and 
economically in the annual bills for the 
respective departments which have juris- 
diction over their expenditure. 

“*The organization of the Committee 
on Appropriations Into subcommittees In 
the past has been based upon the appro- 
priation bills, each bill being assigned 
to a subcommittee of five members for 
hearing, consideration and report to the 
main committee. This logical and con- 
venient procedure will be followed with 
the exception of the deficiency subcom- 
mittee, which will be composed of nine 
members, principally the Chairman and 
the ranking minority members of the 
other subcommittees.’’ Those composing 
this committee will be Messrs. Madden, 
Cannon, Anthony, Kelly, Wood, Elston, 
Byrns (Tennessee), Sisson and Gallivan.

Natlonal Association Would Extend 
Idea Successful in Boston. 


A Federal probation law was urged 
yesterday by members of the National 
Frobation Association at a meeting in 


the Penn Terminal Building, 307 Seventh 
Avenue, to discuss plans for the enlarge- 
ment of the work of the organization. 
Another plan discussed seeks the estab- 
lishment of probation schools at uni- 
versities and colleges. Chief Justice 
Charles L. Brown of the Municipal Court 
of Philadelphia presided. The speakers 
jincluded Herbert C. Parsons, Probation 
|; Commissioner of Boston and Chairman 
| of the Board of Directors of the National 
Probation Association, and Charles L. 
Chute, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
organization.

Professor Eno Wants $32,000 a Year 
From Uncle’s Estate. 


Professor Henry Lane Eno of Prince- 
ton, nephew of the late Amos F.. Eno, 
who has mads a previous application for 
an allowance from the estate of his 
uncle for the benefit of his children, 
who will eventually get part of the 
estate, filed another application in the 
Surrogates’ Court yesterday asking $30,- 
000 a year for his son, Amos, and 
$12,000 for his daughter, Alice L. Eno, 
because he is In reduced circumstances 
and is unable himself to maintain and 
educate his children in the proper man- 
ner. 

Professor Eno saya he suffered re- 
verses six years ago and to pay his 
obligations he was compelled to sell his 
Bar Harbor estate and‘ two houses in 
Wew York, and to change his mode of 
living. He is now compelled to pay rent 
and support his family on an income of 
$10,000, which makes it impossible to 
‘* give them the educational, social and 
other advantages to which they are 
rightfully entitled by virtue of their 
expectations."’ 

Professor Eno recites the history of 
the contest of his uncte’s will, which 
was set aside by a jury soma years ago 
on the ground that Mr. Eno was not of 
sound mind, but which will be heard 
again shortly because the Appellate Di- 
vision ordered a new trial. Professor 
Eno will be entitled to one-fifth of the 
residuary estate of about $10,000,000. 


The petition states that Professor 
Eno is a research assistant at Prince- 
ton without salary. His daughter ts 
18 years old and the son ts 12 years 
oid. Professor Eno says if the will had 
not been contested an income of $80,000 
to se a would be available for the 
children, but he feels that he was 
‘‘ morally obliged to contest the will.”

ON MOON'S SURFACE 


Professor Pickering Asserts 
Telescopic Photographs Reveal 
Vast Fields of Foliage. 


THEY VANISH AFTER 11 DAYS 


Harvard Astronomer Took Observa- 
tlons From August, 1920, to Feb- 
ruary, 1921, at Jamaica Station.

BOSTON, Oct. 7.—Professor William 
Henry Pickering, one of the world’s 
leading astronomers and an authority on 
lunar and Martian phenomena, has just 
completed a sertes of telescopic observa- 
tions at the Harvard station at Mande- 
ville, Jamaica, which, he asserts, prove 
beyond a doubt that life exists on the 
surface of. the moon. 

Professor Pickering makes no refer 
ence to a possibility that men and wo- 
men or intelligent beings dwel] on the 
mountain sides, in the valleys or within 
the hidden lunar caves and fastnesses. 

He bases his assertions as to moon life 
on a series of telescopic photographs of 
a crater on the moon's surface, known as 
Eratesthenes IJ., with a circumference 
of thirty-seven miles. The photographs 
cover a period from August, 1920, to 
February, 1921, and disclose more detail, 
Professor Pickering asserts, than would 
be shown on the entire surface of the 
planet Mars. 

Hundreds of reproductions were made 
of different sections of this great moon 
crater. Scientific examination of the 
photographic plates proves with ir- 
refutable certainty, Professor Pickering 
asserts, that vast fields of foliage spring 
up with almost unbelievable rapidity 
when day begins to dawn on the lunar 
planet, that these wide sweeps of flora 
come to full biossom and then as 


rapidly wane and disappear, vanishing 
completely in a maximum period of 
eleven and in some places a less number 
of days. 

The Harvard astronumer’s moon plates 
disclose not only the presence of vegeta- 
tion on the moon, but reveal other phe- 
nomena. Studies of the photographs dis- 
close that great blizzards and snow 
storms sweep across portions of the 
moon, that voleanic eruptions are fre- 
quent there, that fields of moisture, of 
mist and fog appear and disappear and 
that clouds abound. 

‘We find there a living world, lying 


at our very doors, where life in some 
bles that on Mars, but 
unlike anything on our 
Professor Pickering, ‘a 
world which the astronomical profes- 
sion in general, for the past 50 years, 
has uttarly and systematically neglected 
and ignored.”’

This concern asks the court 
for a permanent injunction to stay the 
release of thousands of pounds of the 
foreign product now in customs houses 
in various Atlantic ports and prevent 
any further importation. The Commer- 
cial Solvents Company also states that 
although once the foreign fusel oil sold 
at 67 cents a pound against a trifle 
more than 28 cents a pound for the 
American substitute, German manufac- 
turers have cut the price of the fusel 
oil down to where it now threatens to 
kill off the American butanol industry, 
which, it is claimed, is now being denied 
the protection of the Treasury Depart- 
ment.

The consolidation of all of the gas 
companies in this city, with the city as

and finally the owner of all of the prop- 
erties, was advocated yesterday by Wil- 
liam A. Prendergast, Chairman of the 
Public Service Commission, in a speech 
at the convention in Lake Placid, N. Y., 
of the Empire State Gas and Electric 
Association. Since he has been at the 
head of the Public Service Commission 
the time of Mr. Prendergast has been 
mainly taken up by applications of gas 
companies for increases in rates, and in 
hearing new arguments on old conten- 
tions. 

Argument is expected to be heard in 
December by the Wnited States Supreme 
Court in appeals taken by the city from 
decisions of the Federal Court permit- 
ting the companies to charge higher 
prices for gas. Only two companies, 
the Consolidated Gas Company and the 
Brooklyn Union Gas Company, have re- 
duced their rates from the high rates 
induced by the war. Mr. Prendergast 
comments general on the situation and 
refers especially to the fact that in spite 
of the downward trend of prices for

Employment Clearing House. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Emphasizing Mr. Seelay’s suggestion in 
your columns, of an Employment Bureau 
Clearing House, may I say that when, be- 
fore the war, the United States Federal 
Labor Bureau commissioned me to inves- 
tigate what was being done in Europe for 
the unemployed, the thing which struck me 
most favorably in Germany was the extent 
to which all the employment bureaus of the 
empire, although very various and differ- 
, were united into one effective system? 
The imperial administration did not re- 
place but rather encouraged local initiative 
and management; but whatever the man- 
agement o& the local bureau, all were weld- 
ed into one co-operating system. Many of 
the bureaus were municipal, many trade 
bureaus, many philanthropic, some 
Protestant, some Roman Catholic, some 
Trade Union, some Socialist; but though 
conducted and supported by very various 
bodies, they were all interconnected by tele- 
phone with central bureaus, so that any 
man or employer looking for work or for 
workers could go into any local bureau 
and know the condition in the line of work 
wanted, all over the empire. In p fs 
as a’ result of this, local and vary- 
ing initiative was called out; yet unemploy- 
ment was reduced to a minimum. Germany 
at that time was largely showing the world 
how. to work, not by centralization, but by 
welding very different agencies into one 
connected whole. We need this in the 
United States; but we can do it in New 
York City.

These agreements, entered into 
of their own free will by both nations, 
lay down the methods by which Ger- 
many shall supply materials for the re- 
construction of the devastated regions 
of France. 

France is the most pressing of Ger- 
many’s creditors, and the one most like- 
ly to take serious steps to force collec- 
tion. Now she has entered an agree- 
ment with her debior which, so long as 
it is lived up to, removes the danger of 
further military action along the Rhine. 
Thus France gains relief from a part of 
her budget load, soothes her people at 
large and aids the inhabitants of the 
devastated regions to rebuild their 
homes. Germany gains relief from the 
sword of Damocles hanging over her and

French Press Hails the 


The French press generally hails the 
{| agreement as an excellent omen, and 
many editors declare that Dr. Walter 
Rathenau, the German Minister of Re- 
construction, is a German statesman 
who jis square. Both he and Louis Lou- 
cheur, the French Minister of Liberated 
Regions, are satisfied with the settle- 
ment, saying: 

‘“* The Wiesbaden agreement is a free- 
will agreement.

The agreement must be submitted to 
the Reparation Commission, where it is 
reported it may meet -some opposition 
frcm the British. This is because it pro- 
vides for payment by Germany to France 
of materials worth 7,900,000,000 gold 
marks in the next five years, which is 
more than France would receive under 
the terms of the London reparation ulti- 
matum. But French statesmen believe 
that they ean offer arguments which 
will bring the British to withdraw their 
opposition. 

The agreement has been explained in 
these dispatches. Briefly, it provides 
for the establishment of a central] office 
in France to which orders from the de- 
vastated regions will be directed and in 
turn sent to a central office in Germany, 
which will distribute them to German 
industries. Germany will pay the manu- 
facturers. To the extent of 1,000,000,000 
gold marks yearly France will credit 
Germany on the part due her under the 
reparation payments. What remains to 
be paid by Germany will be settled by 
a series of payments from 1926 to 1935.

Extracts From Text of the Agreement. 


PARIS, Oct. 7 (Assoclated Press).— 
Payment of reparations is insured to 
France, and Germany is guaranteed 
against bankruptcy through the agree- 
ment signed yesterday at Wiesbaden by 
Louis Loucheur, French Minister of 


Liberated Regions, arid Dr. Walter Rath- 
enau, German Minister of Reconstruc- 
tion. The agreement, which is regarded 
here as of extreme importance, will per- 
mit Germany to pay the equivalent of 
7,000,000,000 gold marks in the next five 
years. First reports indicated that the 
agreement would-run only three years, 
but it is found on examination of the 
compact that it does not expire before 
May 1, 1926. 

he text of an annex to the agreement 
was published here today. It reads: 

“Germany engages to deliver to 
France upon her demand all machinery 
and materials which would be com- 
patible with the possibilities of produc- 
tion in Germany and subject to her 
limitations as to supplies of raw 
materials. Such deliveries will be in 
accord with the requirements necessary 
for Germany to maintain her social and 
economic life. This agreement shall 
date from Oct. 1, 1921. 

“In any case, the present contract 
excludes the products it is specified 
Germany must turn over to the Allies 
in Annexes 3, 5 and 6, Part VIII. of the 
Treaty of Versailles. The cumulative 
valub of the payments in kind which 
Germany will supply France in execu- 
tion of Annexes 3, 5 and 6, as well as 
deliveries Germany makes to France 
under the present contract, will not 
exceed 7.000,000,000 gold marks from 
Oct. 1, 1921 to May 1, 1926. 

“It is ,expressly stipulated that all 
deliveries shall be devoted to the recon- 
struction devastated regions in 
Northern France.”’ 

Although the text of the agreement 
was made public only in part, an un- 
official summary gives some of its im- 
portant features. A French buyer may 
negotiate directly with a German pro- 
ducer as to the amount, of deliveries and 
the prices to be paid, provided he is 
able to come to terms with the Ger- 
mans, but the agreement contemplates

lem is steadily increasing, and intense 
anxiety is being manifested by labor or- 
ganizations, manufacturers and the pub- 
lic regarding the plan which the Govern- 
ment is formulating to deal with it. 

A joint conference of labor leaders to- 

day accepted the Premier's invitation to

discussions immediately. They con- 
consented merely to examine the Gov- 
ernment’s proposal, explicit-y clissociat- 
ing themselves from responsibility for 
the policy to be adopted by the Govern- 
ment. 

Ben Tillett, Labor member of Parlia- 
ment, and orga the Dockers’ 
Union, of which for many years he has 
been General Secretary, in a manifesto 
tonight declared: 

‘* Bankruptcy stares us in the face. 
This Winter will be the testing time for 
working-class organization. Every form 
of Government is in a state of panic vr 
ruin. Whether it will be an imperial or , 
national disaster impinges on the admin- 
istration, but whatever the chaos of ac- 
cumulated debts, labor and industry will 
have to meet the impost. 

He urges the co-operation of all trade 
unions to compel Government assistance. 

The Cabinet discussed the question at 
its afternoon session in an endeavor to 
put forward a. plan which is yet in its 
early stages. 

The Laborites’ acceptance of Mr. Lloyd 
George’s invitation said that a commit- 
tee would be appointed “ to explain ou: 
proposals and examine any made by the 
Government, but not ¥¢ members of an) 
joint committee including financiers and 
| employers, as suggested by you. Nor can 
our representatives be held responsible 
for the policy ultimately adopted by the 
Government.”

Engineer Attacks Deflation. 


B.,.W. Petter, Chairman of the British 
Engineers’ Association, discussing the 
unemployment situation today, criticised 


he Government's financial policy, saying 

that the attempt to improve the value 
of British money had been successful, 
but that the result had come concur- 
rently wth a period of inordinately high 
cost of manufacture. 

"We increased the cost to a prohibl- 
tive extent by raising the value of 
money,” he added. ‘“ This is why buy- 
ers in every country are unable to pur- 
chase our goods. This policy was dic- 
tated largely by the desire to keep pace 
with America, which followed the sam® 
course with even more disastrous re- 
sults.”’ 

He urged that the policy of deflation 
be held in abeyance as @ remedy for 
reviving trade and solving the unem- 

ioyment problem. 
PMT. Petter announced that the Engi- 
neers’ Association will hold a conference 
of all its members on Oct. 19 to formu- 
late practical proposals for revitalizing 
the engineering Industry. : 

Government provisions for dealing with 
the unemployed have been in a state of 
almost constant flux since immediately 
efter the armistice, when out-of-work 
donations were arranged for ex-service 
ren and women, the latter including 
some 800,000 munition workers. 

The scheme was found to be inade- 
quate, however, as the country’s indus- 
tries. changing from a war to a@ peace 
basis, threw thousands of persons whv 
had not been in the service, and not 
benefiting under its stipulations, out of 
work, for whom assistance had to be 
provided. This led to an alteration in 
1919 of the Unemployment Insurance 
act of 1911, which was applicable only 
to some 4,000,000 workers, to include 
some 12,000,000 various classes of work- 
notable exceptions being agricul- 
tural laborers and private domestic ser- 
vants. 

The Unemployment Insurance act has 
been from the beginning a contributory 
scheme, expenses being prorated among 
the workers, employers and the _Gov- 
ernment. This worked with some degree 
of satisfaction until the 1920 industrial 
slump made it impossible for many 
workers to contribute tneir share. ‘The 
increasing inability of the idle to find 
work caused a further amendment of 
the. act in 1920, and consequences of 
tne miners’ strike this year led to still 
further changes. 

As the act now stands, men registered 
under its protection may draw 15s. 
weekly, women 12s., boys 7s. 6d. anc 
girls 6s. 

The rates of weekly contributions to 
make up these amounts are: In the case 
of men, the employer pays 8d. for each 
man laid off, those still employed pay 
7d. and the Government pays 38d. In 
the case of women, the employer pays 
jd., those employed 6d. and the Gov- 
ernment 344d. In the case of boys, the 
employer pays 4d., those employed 314d. 
and the Government 1%d. In the case 
of girls, the employer pays 314d., those 
employed 3d.°and the Government 15¢d. 


Cuts Number of Weeks Needed. 


The number of weeks during which 
such benefits may be drawn was fixed 


at sixteen. Applicants for benefits must 
furnish proof of employment in insur- 
able work for at least twenty weeks 
since Dec. 31, 1919, proof that he or she 
normally is in insurable émployment, 
is genuinely seeking whole-time employ- 
ment and has been unable to obtain it. 

In the case of former service men still 
covered by the original out-of-work do- 
nation scheme, under which applicants 
could register up to March 31 of this 
year, the number of weeks in which 
employment must be proved since the 
end of last year has been reduced from 
twenty to ten, and in proper cases even 
this specification may be waived by the

p to the end of Sept. 1, 403,000 per- 
sons had registered throughout Ph 
kingdom as unemployed, a decrease of 
40,000 from the previous week. On June 
24 there were 2,177,000 registered. 

The present acuteness-in the unem- 
ployment situation is due largely to the 
fact that in addition to those on the 
Labor Ministry’s unemployed registers 
there are 538,000 persons wholly unem- 
ployed who have exhausted their unem- 
ployment insurance benefits. Unless 
Parliament changes the act these cannot.

A few hundreds watched the game free 
outside the grounds. The tops of the 
two elevated railroad towers back of the 
left field fence were jammed and idle 
‘“El”’ cars stationed behind the left 
field bleachers also had their full quota 
of spectators. Even a distant housetop 
back of the right field fence, which com- 
manded a view of the diamond, was 
requisitioned, though those who watched 
the proceedings from that potnt must 
have had to use telescopes to obtain 
anything like an adequate conception of 
what was going on inside the grounds. 

There was @& generous percentage of 
women inside the grounds, the bright 
hues of feminine hats and gowns lend- 
ing the only touch of color and variety 
to the one-toned sombreness of mascu- 
line attire. The women were as appre- 
ciative as the men of the high lights of 
the game and as evenly divided appar- 
ently in their sympathies. If the Giants

Despite his two strike- 
outs, the Babe had played fine ball, 
hitting beautifully in the pinch In the 
third inning and instilling his usual pep 
into the pastime. Yet a small portion 
of the crowd back of first booed when

a painfully bruised and-infected elbow 
and needed to save himself for the mor- 
row’s contest.

Declines Exceeded Advances, 
Only by a Narrow Margin. 


While a renewal of easier price con- 


ditions developed this week in some 
commodities that have lately reflected 
@ recovering tendency, Dun’s list of 
wholesale quotations shows an almost 
equal division of advances and reces- 
sions, the former numbering 37 and the 
latter 89. This compares with 48 in- 
creases and 87 reductions last week. 
Some curtailment of export demand, 
heavy selling pressure in the Northwest 
and reports of free offerings by 
Argentina depressed prices of wheat 
and rye this week. While corn and 
oats were relatively firm, these grains 
weakened in sympathy with the move- 
ment in wheat. A somewhat better 
feeling in live meats reflected the in- 
fluence of lower temperatures, which 
stimulated consumptive demand for 
beef, hogs and sheep, and the improve- 
ment in raw material resulted in a ris- 
ing trend in provisions. Butter was 
strengthened by limited offerings of 
|the higher grades, and cheese was well 
sustained. Liberal offerings and _ re- 
| striction of consumption by recent 
sharp advances, however, caused more 
or less concession in prices of eggs. 
Increasing inquiries and indications 
of a broadening demand have stimulated 
confidence among iron and steel pro- 
ducers, and more firmnesS has de- 
velop in most classes of material. The 
improving tendency in hides is main- 
tained, and the undertone of the leather 
market appears to be steadier. Higher 
prices for raw material have been fol- 
lowed by further advances in cotton 
goods in primary channels, but some 
concessions are still offered on similar 
merchandise sold at retail. e

LIVESTOCKINDUSTRY 


Aid From Corporation Ending 
Liquidation and Restoring Con- 
fidence, Says Director Meyer. 


MORAL EFFECT OF sotias 


Purchasing Power of Great Impor- 
tance Saved for §astern Industries 
—Whole Situation Eased. 


Eugene Meyer Jr., Director of the War 
Finance Corporation, declared on his re- 
turn to New York yesterday after a trip 
‘West that the assistance given to the 
live stock industry by this agency is 
ending liquidation, restoring confidence 
and saving for Eastern industries a pur- 
chasing power of great importance. The 
few hundred thousand dollars thus far

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TRADE REVIVAL SEEN. 


Review Attributes Recovery in Part 
to Seasonal Conditions. 


Steady progress is being made in the 
recovery of business to a normal plane, 
according to the weekly review of. R. 
G. Dun & Co., which states that this 
view is in recognition of such un- 
favorable factors as still persist. In 
part, the recovery is looked upon as 
seasonal, but attention is called to the 
fact that movements in basic industries 
are of a character to strengthen senti- 
ment. 

In discussing the situation, the review 
says in part: 

“The Pacific Northwest reports an 
enlarging demand for lumber from the 
East, while iron and steel output at 
leading centres is rising above the point 
of extreme depression of last Summer. 
Such phases as these do not measure 
fully the scope of the economic re- 
cuperation, but are representative of the 
constructive changes that are in prog- 
ress, and tend to modify the unsatisfac- 
tory aspects which continue present. 
Of the latter, conditions of unemploy- 
ment remain conspicuous, and exert a 
very decided effect on distribution of 
goods in consuming channels. The price 
question is also influential in curtailing 
the retail turnover, and even special 
offerings at reduced prices do not meet 


with the response that would develop 
if the public purchasing power were not 
restricted. Despite the elements mak- 
ing for caution, however, the disposition 
in an increasing number of instances 
is to place moderate-sized commit- 
ments more frequently, the depleted 
stocks of merchandise being a factor in 
this connection.” 

Bradstreet’s says: 

“‘Industrial expansion previously re- 
ported has solidified into some definite 
statistics of enlarged production 
basic commodities, notably coal and 
coke, iron and steel, lumber, cement, 
other building materials and hardware.

Gain in Crude Petroleum Seen 
as Forecast of Shortage in 
the Next Few Months. 


MEXICAN DROP A FACTOR 


Producing Companies Getting 50 
Per Cent. More Than Prices 
Yielded Short Time Ago. 


Further advances in the price of crude 
oil were reported yesterday. The first 
announcement was made with reference 
to Pennsylvania crude, which advanced 
25 cents to $3 a barrel. Other grades 
also advanced cents, "among them 
Corning to $1.90, Cabell to $1,86, Somer- 
set Light to $1.90. These advances were 
announced by the Joseph Seep Agency. 
The Prairie Oil and Gas Company has 
advanced Oklahoma and Kansas crude 25 
cents a barrel to $1.50, and Central and 
North Texas crude are now selling at 
$1.25 a barrel. The advances yesterday 
were the third announced in the last 
ten days for domestic crude oils. Prac- 
tically all of the increases were made by 
Standard Oil Companies or their affilia- 
tions. 

It was the impression in some quarters 
}that the upturn in crude petroleum 
prices indicated that the larger com- 
| panies looked for an ultimate shortage, 
although this might not come for some 
|} montha. The advances which have taken 
place in the short period mentioned have 
raised crude prices so that the producing 
companies are getting 50 per cent. more 
for their products. A factor in bring- 
ing about the advance in domestic oils 
was the drop in production in the Mexi- 
ean field. The inroads of salt water 
have been heavy in certain of the Mexi- 
can producing aren. and although new 
wells are being ought in in other 
fields, it is believed that the supply in 
Mexico has been seriously depleted.

“The acceptance by American in- 
vestors of foreign credits in payment for 
American exports, as has been suggested 


by some staiesmen and bankers, will be 
very slow in developing and disappoint- 
ingly small in amount, and will not be 
of much real service to those in imme- 
ciate need of American commodities 

‘There is, however, a practical way 
ty which foreign nations may at once 
secure a sufficient supply of this gold 
for the purpose of rehabilitating their 
mmonetary system upon a gold basis and 
of buying all the American commodities 
desired to meet their necessities. 

“This may be accomplished through 
an issue of bonds which would be dif- 
ferent from any that has beén heretofore 
issued by any government. 

“To propose a bond issme for these 
Purposes on which payment of interest 
and principal would be provided from 
miscellaneous taxes, or by the grant of 
some monopoly, or by the pledge of a

Testimony of Mrs. Roosevelt 
Weakens Her Faith in Gen- 
uineness of Signature. 


HER DEFENSE IS BEGUN 


Question of Sanity Should Be 
Raised, Although She Insists She 
Is Sane, Counsel Asserts. 


Although counsel for Mrs. Emma 
Richardson Burkett, who is on trial be- 
fore Judge Talley in General Sessions 
on the charge of forging the endorse- 
ment of Colonel Theodore Roosevelt to 
a note for $69,900, announced to the 
court that the defense would be based 
on the question of the defendant’s 
ganity, she insisted on testifying yester- 
Gay afternoon as the first witness. Mrs. 
Burkett told how she acquired. the 
money for the alleged loan, and finally 
gaid a suspicion had arisen in her mind, 
gince she had heard Mrs. Roosevelt tes- 
tify, that some one may have imper- 
gonated the late President and swindled 
her. 

In opening the defense Louis Fabri- 


cant, attorney for Mrs. Burkett, said: 

‘‘T feel that the defense in this case 
lies along the line of clinical research. 
This defense is against, her express 
wishes. She insists she is perfectly 
gane, and has insisted from the begin- 
ming that the transaction she alleges 
between herself and Colonel Roosevelt 
fin Chicago actually took place.”’ 

Mrs. Burkett repeated the story she 
fold at the time of her arrest and ex- 
tradition from her home at Hillsdale, 
Ind., concerning $70,000 left to her by 
her uncle, Semuel Richardson. She said 
Hichardson went to Alaska leaving a 
sealed trunk in her care, which was not 
to be opened until his death. The trunk 
when opened, she testified, contained 
fourteen bags of money, each holding

money, Mrs. Burkett testified, she was

According to Mrs. Burkett the note for 
the money was drawn by Charles J. 
Shunson and was endorsed by Roose- 
velt. She insisted that she was cer- 
/ tain the endorses was Colonel Roosevelt 

ecause sne had met him several times 
previously. The note was. endorsed 

“Theodore Roosevelt,’’ whereupon she 
had returned it to the endorser with the 
request that he prefix the name with 
the title of ‘‘ Colonel.’”’ .Mrs. Burkett 
said she was ‘proud of the title and 
of the man as a fellow-American.”’ 

In reply to her attorney, Mrs. Bur- 
kett described several ailments that had 
affected her health and told of the 
death of her child at birth. Referring 
to a ruptured vein in her head. in 1917, 
ahe testified that it had ‘‘ exploded.”’ 

Questioned by Assistant District At- 
torney Dooling, the defentant asserted 
she haa not the slightest doubt in her 


mind that the man she met in Chicago |
